Applicant argues that Nakai does not teach "a metal-plating in contact with the fiber having at least a portion of the cover 
removed thereby providing a metal-plated fiber" (claim 25). Nakai's fiber (2) is a metal reinforced fiber (column 1 lines 16-17) 
that includes a section (L2) wherein the metal coating is removed. This still reads on the claimed limitation since the claims call 
for a fiber having at least a portion of a cover removed (Nakai, L2), a metal-plating in contact with the fiber (the fiber a Nakai is 
already metal coated) having at least a portion of the cover removed (again, L2) thereby providing a metal-plated fiber (the fiber 
is already metal coated) and a bonding agent (5) about and enclosing all the fiber and adjacent portions (shown in Fig. 1).
